Valu- 
able because it grows just as well in light shade as in 
full sun. 
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CAMPANULA PERSICIFOLIA, Misty Morn 
(Page 22) 
The 30-inch spire-like flower stems are covered with 
beautiful double lavender-blue bells. The soft silvery 
shadings of the flowers give them a lovely and most 
delightful appearance. It is a magnificent plant for the 
garden and superb for cutting. 


DIANTHUS, Old Spice (Page 35) 
A rare new Clove Pink. It is as hardy as an oak. Habit 
of growth is neat, cushion-like and compact.

HELENIUM, Baron Linden (Page 44) 


This variety is not unlike Browngold. The general color 
effect, however, is darker, the coppery gold flowers 
showing tints of dark brown and bronze. The result is 
lovely and satisfactory. 


HELENIUM, Peregrina (Page 44) 


Is unquestionably the largest flowered of the tall grow- 
ing bronze colored Heleniums. A well grown plant is 
perfectly beautiful in the late summer border. Chip- 
persfield Orange is the best of the late growing copper 
colored varieties.

When first shown in London, England, it was one 
of the highlights of the show. It has been on test at Wayside 
Gardens for five years, and has successfully wintered without 
protection all kinds of weather that occurred during those 
several years. 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers in clus- 
ters 6 to 8 inches long. The fragrance is not unlike that 
of Daphne Cneorum. 


The foliage is rich dark green, giving the plants the ap- 
pearance of Boxwood. It remains green in northern Ohio 
until the beginning of March when the new leaves push the 
old ones off the branches. In California, Daphne Somerset 
is evergreen. 


Daphne Somerset may be used as a hedge. Spaced 18 
inches apart, it will grow into a tight fine mass. It may 
be clipped formally and can also be pruned informally, if 
the wavy Boxwood effect is desired. 


Left unclipped it grows about 3 feet high and 2% feet 
wide. Can be kept 24 inches high and 18 inches wide with- 
out difficulty. 


It is a lovely low shrub for in front of the shrub border 
and blends happily with hardy plants in the flower border. 


Visitors to our nursery, professional as well as amateur, 
all have admired it. Mr. F. F. Rockwell, garden expert and 
writer of many horticultural books and articles, remarked 
when he saw it in bloom this spring: ‘‘Here is one of those 
rare things that happens once every 25 years or so.’

Attaining 
a height of 6 to 7 feet at maturity, it makes a perfectly formed, well-rounded specimen requir- 
ing very little pruning because it flowers well from old wood; no die-back or uneven growth at 
any time. Plant illustrated, photographed in June, 1941, is the original; blooming in its twelfth 
year with never a miss or off season. We doubt if this would be possible with any other Weigela. 
Excellent reports from Vermont and other difficult regions fully substantiate our own estimate of 
its unusual hardiness.

ACHILLEA - Milfoil or Yarrow 


Showy rock and border perennials, some of which are valuable for cut 
flowers. Some have silvery and others elegantly cut foliage, which adds 
considerably to the beauty of the plants. 

Culture. All will succeed in any good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. A 
too rich soil should be avoided. Plant in autumn or early spring, 8 to 
10 inches apart. As nearly all grow freely, it is advisable to lift, divide, 
and replant every third year. Directly after the plants cease flowering, 
cut the shoots back. 


Achillea Ageratifolia (See Anthemis Aizoon) 


Eupatorium Three $1.15, Doz. $3.75, 100 $18.00 
(syn. filipendula.) 3 to 4 feet. Flat heads of brilliant yellow flowers; 
finely cut foliage. Blooms last dried all winter.

They are especially suitable for shady or semi-shady position, and 
are best grown in groups of three or more. Plant in autumn or very 
early spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. They display their beauty to the best 
advantage when they have become well established and formed large 
clumps. It is therefore advisable not to disturb the plants frequently.

The leaves are 
hairy and silvery green and the brilliant blue flowers are borne in 
racemes on branching stems. 

Culture. Anchusas require a deep, well-drained soil, not too damp or 
heavy, and a sunny position. They are best grown singly, so that they 
can display their natural contour to good advantage. Plant in fall or 
early spring, 18 inches apart, except Myosotidiflora, which should be 
planted in groups of three or more, about 8 inches apart.

They make excellent edging plants in shady borders or for shady spots 
in the rock garden where a quick growing plant is required, also ex- 
cellent for carpeting ground under shade trees where grass will not grow. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 6 inches apart.

Alyssum Saxatile is frequently used 
for carpeting beds planted with spring bulbs, and is very effective for 
that purpose.

ANEMONE (Species) 


A genus which furnishes many showy species of hardy flowers for cut- 
ting. Some commence to flower very early in the year, and others early 
in autumn. Their requirements are simple and all are easily grown. 

Culture. Because of the many species offered, most of which require dif- 
ferent soils and care, cultural instructions are given with each kind 
listed. All may be planted in fall or early spring. All hardy and do not 
require winter protection which is advised for the Japanese varieties. 


*Hepatica coerulea Three $1.15, Doz. $3.75, 100 $18.00 
(Wood Anemone.) A pretty native, spring-flowering plant, with blue 
flowers; prefers shade, but will do fairly well in any open situation in 
moist, rich loam. We offer large clumps, each consisting of 6 to 12 


flowering crowns.

(Early Anemone.) The plant grows from 12 to 14 inches high and from 
early in August until late in the autumn produces an abundance of 
flowers about 1 inches in diameter, of a pleasing mauve-rose.

garden soil in sun or light shade.

CULTURE. Ordinary, good garden soil which is well drained will 
suit all varieties. They do well in light shade or sun, should be watered 
freely during dry weather. In temperate parts of the United States, 
fall planting is practical. Best results are obtained from vigorous young 
plants set out in late spring. Plant in well drained locations, 8 to 12 
inches apart and protect with straw during winter.

Top-dress an- 
nually in early spring with well-rotted manure.

The hundreds of single salmon-pink daisy-like flowers are about 3 
inches in diameter and are at their best in August and early Sep- 
tember. They are well arranged on short much-branched stems not 
over 12 to 18 inches high in such numbers that the plants look 
like small mounds of pink. They are perfectly hardy and bloom so 
early that the flowers are never damaged by frost. After a short 
rest period in the fall the plants may be dug up in early winter, 
potted, and forced into bloom by February and March. They make 
splendid pot plants. The habit of Chrysanthemum Clara Curtis is 
spreading. A two-year-old plant grows about 18 to 24 inches across. 
Last but not least, it is perfectly hardy anywhere and not particular 
as to soil or location.

CLEMATIS, Dwarf - Shrubby Clematis 


Here we deal only with the herbaceous species, the stems of which die 
down in autumn, and that are of a bushy and non-climbing habit. 
Those offered are suitable for the mixed border, and make a very 
effective display when in flower. 


Culture. They prefer a chalky, well-drained loam. Where this is not 
available, mix plenty of lime with the soil. Plant in autumn or spring. 
In autumn cut the stems back to the soil, and give a good mulching 
of well-decayed manure.

All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 


ore chinks or rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any ordinary 
order. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery.

HELLEBORUS - Christmas Rose or Lenten Rose 


There are two distinct types, one, Christmas Rose, flowering in late 
winter, and the other, Lenten Rose, in spring. Both are valuable for 
garden decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of 
the year. 

Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. 
Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, 
and let it lie on the surface. In summer give plenty of water.

As the plants 
grow 6 to 8 feet high, they must, of course, be grown at the back of the 
border, and they should be fully eight inches apart. Plant in fall or 
spring.

Deciduous 
species are better in full sun. All evergreen varieties are best in light 
shade. Plant in fall or spring.

The Tree Peony is really one of the finest plants available for the gar- 
den. It is quite hardy, and does well under the simplest treatment. It 
flourishes in the most astonishing manner, bearing blossoms from 6 to 8 
inches across, which increase every year in beauty and size. They are a 
grand addition to the garden, as they do not die down to the ground like 
the herbaceous sorts, but make fine bushes 3 to 4 feet in height, covered 
every spring with elegant flowers. 

Culture. It is advisable to avoid wind-swept locations and to protect the 
early bloom buds in case of late spring frosts. The south or east side of a 
planting of evergreens, shrubs, wall or building, is a very good location for 
Tree Peonies. Mulching is advisable the first winter after transplanting. 
Apply mulch of light material after ground is frozen solid. Any good well 
drained garden soil is satisfactory. Never cut back woody branches.

It’s Easy to Grow Phlox 


To grow Phlox really well the soil should be well drained, deeply spaded, and enriched with Wayside Gardens Plant 
Food. Planting may be done in fall or spring in a sunny border. Set the plants 10 inches apart. Lift and divide every 
three or four years or they will become crowded, resulting in poor, small flowers. Never let plants go to seed, never 
water overhead, always keep blooms and foliage dry, letting hose run slowly on the ground. This method of watering

Grow 
them in groups of not less than three plants, planted a foot to 15 inches 
apart. In dry weather give copious supplies of water. As soon as the first 
flowers have faded, cut the flowering stems back to their base. Every 
third year divide and replant in early spring.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 

body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 
_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone mea! may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 

Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 

Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

Plant in spring ana stake securely, tying them with strips of rubber or 
cloth to prevent chafing the stems, and then treat the crown like any 
Hybrid Tea. 

PRUNING: Cut back the crowns of freshly planted Standards to 3 or 
4 eyes. 


Subsequent pruning consists of cutting back the past season’‘s 
growth to 3 or 4 eyes. 

WINTER PROTECTION: Cut the plant away from the stake, then 
bend the stem slowly till the head rests on the ground. Loosening the 
roots with a digging fork, on the side opposite from that in which the 
plant is to be bent, will allow the bending to be done without too much 
strain. Drive a stake in at the neck and tie securely, then cover the head 
with soil. Protect stem by wrapping in burlap or paper.

Floribunda Roses or Cluster Roses are a group of Roses especially 
produced for mass planting. They are noted for their permanence, con- 
tinuity of bloom, and ease cf culture. Their habit of growth is bushy, 
and their chief characteristic is sturdiness. The plants are winter- 
hardy, therefore permanent, and bloom continuously in numerous 
clusters. Flowers are fairly large, vary from single to full double, 


and include the entire range of colors of Roses. A distinctive feature 
is the long-lastingness of the flowers in all weathers. They are best 
planted closely—about 14 inches apart—in large groups and masses, 
in beds, so they will blanket the ground. Groups of 3 or 5 of a variety 
placed in front of the shrub border create a superb color display. They 
are more effective and just as colorful as tender annuals.

Good 
rich loam to which has been added a liberal quantity of peat or leaf 
mold suits them fine. For fertilizer use cottonseed meal or well- 
rotted cattle manure. Keep scale and red spider under control at all 
times. Prune to keep the plants shapely. This should be done in 
spring and summer, not later than August first. 

They will thrive either in partial shade or full sun. However, those 
planted in full sun must be kept mulched and properly watered. 
Camellias will bloom more profusely if planted in full sun. However, 
the flowers will fade and will not last as long as those planted in 
partial shade. 

In conclusion, we urge you to plant Camellias. They are easy to 
grow, and their profusion of bloom in the winter and spring is a con- 
stant joy to those who have these most popular shrubs.
